/Present»town meeting form 
of rnment is based on broad 
democratic ideas with the greatest 
possible citizen participation and 
relatively few governmental func- 
tions. The original problems of 
police and fire protection, schools, 
tax administration, and road repairs 
have been and are now becoming 
infinitely more complex. Further 
Problems of water supply, public 
health and welfare, zoning, and 
increasing interference on the state 
and federal levels have added to 
the difficulties of local government. 
The creation of numerous inde- 
pendent boards and commissions to 
administer these services has re- 
sulted in an unrelated and poorly 
coordinated system. 

In Wilmington, the result of such 
bee is evident in outdated zon- 

» inadequate assessing, unsat- 
isfactory extensions of water and 
improvement to roads, poor, facili- 
ties for the departments of public 
protection, no planning for future 
development or growth of indus- 
try, almost non-existant building 
regulations, outmoded by-laws, .and 
an exceptionally heavy welfare 
load. 

The population of Wilmington has 
markedly increased duting the past 
ten years, and as the towns and 
cities to the south between Wil- 
mington and Boston become more 
and more crowded, increased num- 
bers will be moving into Wilming- 
ton. 

An inadequate government and 
Steady inerease in population are 
making more acute the question of 
what can be done to insure that 
the town. will successfully 


While not a panacea, or 
the possibility and pr 
efficient administration 
der the selectman-manager plan. 
This form of administration has 
been existence for forty years and 
nearly 1,000 communities  through- 
out the nation have adopted ‘the 
plan, About 20 per cent of all towns 
in the 5-10,000 population group ave 
now operating under it. 

Of those communities which have 
tried the plan only three per cent 
have later returned to their original 
administration, 

The’ selectman-Manager plan is 
a close parallel to the organiza- 
tion’ of business corporations and 
as we, all know the town govern- 
ment is a corporate structure, The 
selectmen’s functions are similar 
to the board of directors, and the 
town-manager's position identical to 
that of the plant manager's function 
in industry. 

We seldom think of a corpora- 
tion as being undemocratic, yet the 
selectmen-manager plan, where all 
the voters have an equal voice, is 
much more democratic “than the 
corporation where individual voting 
powers depends on the number of 
shares held. 

Under selectmen-manager admin- 
istration, the Board of Selectmen, 
school committee, moderator, and 
housing authority would be elec- 
tive offices. * 

The selectmen would appoint the 
manager, hoard of appeals, election 
officers, registrars of voters, ex- 
cept the town clerk, constables, 
town counsel and town accountant. 
“The town manager would ap- 

int other officers, members of 

joards and commissions and em- 
loyees necessary to carry out the 
administration of all town affairs, 
cept the school department. The 

lon act been care- 

itten to insure that boards 


and commissions will be retained 
to make possible the wide citizen 
participation im town government 
that we now have. Since only six or 
seven offi ls would be elected 
each’ year, as contrasted with 18 
elected this past year, the average 
voter could concentrate on the elec- 
tion of well-qualified persons to a 
few important offices rather than 
trying to make a guess as to the 
capabilities of some forty aspirants 
for a large number of positions. 

At this time it may be well to 
point out that the manager will not 
be limited in appointing boards ana 
commissions to those who choose to 
run for public office. It is a well- 
known fact that many persons will 
not be candidates for public office 
but will accept appointment if asked 
to serve. 

By carefully rotating appoint- 
ments and recognizing the impor- 
tance of introducing younger peo- 
ple to public office, the’ manager 
maintains a healthy and vigorous 
interest in the town government and 
the success of any form of gov- 
ernment is dependent on sustained 
public interest. The dilemma now 
facing Wilmington of not having 
experienced and capable candidates 
for office is due to lack of vision 
on this very point. 

The charges of “dictatorship” or 
“communism” are very often heard 
as the price of manager adminis- 
tration, 

Democracy may be simply defined 
as “peoples’ rule.” Under terms 
of the Wilmington act the mana- 
ger is appointed for three years, 
but may be removed at any time 
by a majority of the full member- 
ship of the Board of Selectmen. 
Since the Selectmen are elected re- 
Presentatives of the voters and as 
a majority of the board come up 
for election during any two-year 
period. we are assured of the 
same democratic government unacr 
the plan as we presently enjoy. A 
dictator, it should be borne in 
mind, cannot be removed from 
office’ by elective representatives. 

In fact, the manager makes a- 
vailable to the public a full-time 
representative who is responsible 
for complete town administration 
rather than the part-time avail- 
ability and split delegation of au- 
thority by the Board of Selectmen 
that we have had in the past. 

Freed of administrative deta'l, the 
Selectmen can devote their time to 
policy making. With these matters 
in the hands of interested citizens 
and a competent board of select- 
men, there is no danger of loss of 
democracy under the Selectmen- 
Manager form of administrati 

As the present board of select- 
men are well aware, routine de- 
tails of administration -alone take 
more than the one night a week 
considered by some as adequate 
for the duties of the office. How- 
ever, investigation ,of matters of 
policy now require as much. as 35 
additional hours a week by one or 
more of the board. In other woras 
it is entirely beyond the abilities 
of a part-time board of selectmen 
to efficiently carry out the duties 
of administration and policy mak- 
ing for the Town of Wilmington, 

In summation, centralized super- 
vision of administration in the 
hands of a full-time professional 
who is responsible for financial and 
municipal planning, control of pur- 
chases, and overseeing of debt ad- 
ministration will keep expenditures 
to a minimum consistent with the 
services demanded by the public.

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Next Tuesday, November 7, the people of Wilmington 
will go to the polls to vote on perhaps the most important 
question in modern Wilmington history.

Many local men who are fortunate enough to have 
come under his tutelage will be happy in the knowledge that 
the Rev. James L: McGovern, soon will celebrate his Golden 
Jubilee as a Jesuit. Next Armistice Day will see many h 
honors heaped ‘upon the unbowed shoulders of the ,famous 
71-year-old educator, but none of them ever will equal the 
immense tribute that is compounded of the loving respect he 
commands in the humble hearts of unnumbered thousands who 
still count themselves among Father McGovern's “boys”.

* Town Manager Plan. Briefly, the 
;Plan does the following: 

1. Eliminates all elective offices, 
except the selectmen (5), School 
Committee (6), Moderator (1) and 
Wilmington Housing Authority (3). 

2: Provides for the appointment 
of, the following officials by the 
Selectmen: Board of appeals, elec- 
tion officers, registrars of voters, 
and town manager. 

3. The Town Manager, who is 
appointed for a 3-year period, and 
under certain provisions may be re- 
moved by the Selectmen, has juris- 
diction over all Town property, 
business and offices, and appoints 
those town officers not mentioned 
in the first and second paragraphs.
